Bergson’s election to the French Acad- 
emy gave opportunity for the repetition 
of the fine phase that the greatest of 
recent discoveries is not radium or flying, 
but the repiseovery of the soul, Afl honor 
to Professkt Henzi Bargson ‘yany num- 
ber of green coke he likes—ful"he is not 
the only discoverer of the soul. In a 
thousand places on the habitable globe 
men of late have been making precisely 
that discovery. A few years ago, when 
the great wave of German materialism 
was at its height, idealism seemed over- 
whelmingly buried, hardly showing a 
vestige above the flood. Souls were a 
dead and outworn fashion, a grotesque 
fancy of poets, fanatics, and divines. Our 
lives under the sun were merely a matter 
of cell growth, cosmosis, and a set of 
chemical reactions. Haenckel, that mas- 
ter mind of fact, still lives to deny recog- 
nition to anything like an immortal soul, 
in the name of twenticth century science. 
But for all that, the wave has broken into 
an infinity of fragments. A thousand 
watchers in a thousand places have re- 
discovered the soul and heard its voice 
in their own inner silences. HKucken in 
Germany and Bergson in France, those 
homes of materialism have made their 
voices heard above the din, and once again 
the soul is coming into her own.

The American Federation of Labor has 
not indulged in general strike threats. It 
has no general strike failures to its credit. 

Englahd, France, Italy—these talked 
about general strikes to be held July 21. 

here was no general strike in any of 
these countries. 

Today explanations are being made. 

In France the strike was called off en 
the Saturday prior to July 21. ‘ 

In Italy it was not called off, but it fail- 
ed to materialize. ati 

‘ In England it seems to have merely 
faded out. 

There has been a great deal of talk 
about general strikes in the past few 
months. 

Persons who like to think about turn- 
ing the world over night into a fairy pal- 
ace have been talking general strike con. 
tinuously. i 

On this continent there have been some 
demonstrations which have been called 
general strikes. 

Winnipeg and Seattle, to mention ex- 
amples. 

If these demonstrations have gained 
anything definite, the gain has not been 
made clear. ‘ 

The cause of labor it too-great, too ser; 
ious, too much the cause of life itself, to 
be made the sport of every whim that 
comes along. It.is too serious to be trifled 
with by every excited nimble wit that 
blows into town. 

The American Federation of Labor has 
not indulged in any talk about general 
strikes. It has gone on with solid build- 
ing, without fireworks. 

There may come a time when the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor will talk general 
strike, but when that time comes it is 
safe to predict that, the fate of humanity 
will be at stake in some great overpower- 
ing issue, and when that strike comes it 
will not be a fluke. And when it is over 
something will be settled. >) 

The general styike has got to be a flash- 
word in the mouth of every irresponsible 
in the world. lr a great many ‘cases, in 
view of recent events, it also has got. to 
be a good bit ofa binff. As a threat it 
will not last long. 

Politicians have dragged in the general 
strike threat as a potential political wea- 
pon when they failed to win by the batlot. 
This has been true particularly in Eu- 
rope. 

With the world afflicted as the world 
never before was afflicted, with millions 
crying for the succor that can come only 
through the constructive effort of a world 
united in helpfulness, wild persons go 
hither and yon in a distracting effort to 
raze yet lower a structure already feril- 
ously near the ground. 

Sad truth, too, that these fanatical per- 
sons are too often aided and urged on by 
employers who are reckless and .thonght- 
less and selfish and brutal. 

But the wilderness of oratory and threat 
and destructive counsel has got to come 
to an end soon and there will be nothing 
left to tear down and nothing left from 
which to build up. 

All of the world’s sanity is needed— 
all of the world’s constructive genius. 
None is contributing more mightily in that 
direction that the American Federation of 
Labor. It indulges in no threats, wastes 
no time with destructive policies. It builds.

It does not 
seem possible that so sheer and fine a 
fabric could have such powers of re- 
sistance to wear and tubbing, but the 
fact remains that it will outlast any 
other. When made up with strong 
cluny or fillet, or hand-crochet laces, 
one may depend upon a voile blouse 
for two years’.wear, some times more, 
Tatting makes as fine a finish as the 
most fastidious taste can ask for 
biouses made of voile or other cottons. 

‘Batiste is a softer material than 
voile and gives good service. It is not 
expected to last as long, and the 
finer lingerie laces, val, cluny and fillet 
are used with It.

It was that deadly flower of Saxon 
chivalry, Edward I, who caused the 
early records of Scotland to be de- 
stroyed. Fortunately, the Irish Celtic 
annalists’ writings remain, and as bis- 
torians' none were more competent or 
able to form an impartial judgment of 
Scotland's sarty histosy than they were.

Our place names prove the essential 
Celticity of Scotland, as the Celtic 
forins outnumber the English by ten to 
one, and the latter are mostly modern 
or corruptions of the Gaelic. The Eng- 
lish language pushed out our native 
Gaelic, but neither Saxon nor English 
displaced the men, and any outsiders 
who fifteen hundred. years ago were 
permitted to survive within our bor- 
ders would ‘soon be -fused into the 
whole, and today we are a nation or 
race or breed second to none, and as 
Professor Keith, the eminent ethnolo- 
gist, says, “the Scot is the fertilizer

On Bastile | day the ehains were 
down and representatives of the tri- 
umphant armies of France, Great 
Britain, Belgium, Italy, Serbia and the 
United States passed through. Every 
American soldier who saw Paris saw 
the Arc de Triomphe. Their footsteps 
passed along the wonderful avenue of 
the Elysees to the point where the 
avenue radiated from the Arc to make 
the star. The lesson of the Are de 
Triomphe was borne in upon every 
American soldier who stood under its 
shadow. 

When the treaty of peace was 
signed in the Hall of Mirrors in the 
Palace of Versailies the Frenen offi- 
clals, with that keen Perception of the 
eternal fitness of things, had invited 
to be present delegations of enlisted 
men of all the allied nations. It was 
& peculiarly French conception. To 
be present there were the dignitaries 
of the great nations, but the French 
with that keenness of pe jon 
which is their own saw that tHe bul- 
warks of f, om, the plain manhood 
of the countries, must be represented 
to make the occasion logical, complete 
and, yes, dramatic.
